Whoat Wenk All Day—Corn Openas Strong,
but on Hearish News and Poor Wiheat
Market Suffors a Slump—Onats and FPro-
visions Follow Corn.

CHICAGO—Wheat opened a shade higher
than it closed yesterday, in sympmthy with
the strength in corn: Dut the npprecistion
wus gquickly lost ander the influenco of the
bearish news of the day. The most potent

eable which quoted wheat in that market de-
morulized and the eguivaleat of 7igoe per
bushe!l lower, The nnderstonding on tho
Board was tbat, earlter in the senson, whon
the outlook for the French wheat erop wis
st it worst, French speculntors had londed
up with fatures at high prices; that the sub-
sequent better outleok there, and the evi-
dences of n bountiful and fine erop in this
oountry given by the recent receipts of new
wheat, together with the recent reduction of
the Frenchim tduty, had convinced these
specnlative holders that their e otations
of high prices conld not be realized, and that
they had, therefore, decided to accept their
losses, and had thrown their holdings over-
board.

The Liverpool and London wheat markets
were wenk in lower in sympathy with Paris,
Reoeipts at all winter whent nuirkets in this
comutry were liberul and good in guality.
Finally the weather was favorable for har-
vesting.,  All of this could buve only one re-
salt—a decline in values. Prices gradually
receded under the lond of offerings. There
wis some redaction lnter on purchases by
shorts to take profits, but it was nota sub-
stantial advance, and when corn broke later
in the dav a wave of weskness swept over
the wheat pit, carrving prices to lower fig-
ures than before. Estimates of 480 carlonds
asduoe toarrive to-morrow contributed to
this recession.

Some of the Striking Features of a
Great Manufacturing District.

LAND VALUES ON CARSON STREET.

Lower 8t Clair Township-in Line With
Other Progressive Localities.

RAPID TRANSIT AND A BIG ESTATE

The older settled portions of the Southside
are veritable hives of industry. More men
are employed in themills in the Brownstown
district alone than in many oities of 200,000
inhabitants,

Curson street is the great business artery.
Itis traversed as for up as Thirtieth street
by the Birmingham Traetion Toad. The
city lineis about a square beyond Thirty-
fifth street, ht which point Lower St. Clair
township begins, and where there isa litile
town ealled Willinmsburg.

Property values on Carson street varyac-
eording to locality, mnging from §15 to 600
a foot front, A sale by Samucl W. Black &
Co., at Twenty-flrst and Carson, & short time
fgo, was at the rute of $300. Armour & Co.,
of Chicago, are building a dressed meat
depot on this property.

One of the most thickly settled distriots
on Carson street, or indecd on the Southside,
is Brownstown, formerly Ormsby borough.
The Iargest retail grocery store in the county
is located here,

There is a large population just beyond
the city Hmits, the principal settlements
being Knoxville and Beltzhoover boroughs
and Dutchtown, the Iatter having no very
well defined boundaries. It includes a large
slice of the township. Rome of these districts
have rapid transit facilitica supplied by
feeders to the Birmingham tractlon line.
These are known as the Sellers Mckee
system. He has rights of way and charters
for several lines thatare still in the paper
stage.

Perhaps the Iatgest estate in the county,
that of the late James Hays, is on the South-
side. Beginning near the city line at Beck's
Run it extends In an slmost inbroken line
along the river a distanee of about six miles

manufacturing districts in the city, Lower

others will soon be started. Nearly the
entire township is plotted. Land values are
lower than in almost any other part of the
county within a reasonable distance from
the eity.
